ed With County Heirlooms— Peo­ 


ple to Donate Brick 


A centennial memorial gate to be 
erected at 
the southeast entrance 
to 
the 
city park is the latest thing 
proposed as a part of Rush county’s 
observance of the centennial, which 
will 
be held in connection with the 
chautaqua. 
Plans 
for the gate were donated 
by William McGuire and are on ex­ 
hibition at the Hargrove and Mullin 
drug 
store. 
The 
memorial 
gate 
would be a fitting tribute to the one 
hundredth anniversary of the state’s 
admission 
to the union, but as yet 
the plan lacks a definite 
outline al­ 
though several plans have been men­ 
tioned and it is highly probable that 
some 
arrangement 
will be reached 
within a few days. 
The plan for the gate as arranged 
by Mr. McGuire calls for two large 
brick pillars from which a double 
iron 
gate would swing. 
A gate of 
this kind would help the appearance 
of the city park and would be in the 
nature of a permanent improvement, 
it is advocated. 
For the lack of a more definite 
plan it has been suggested that the 
gate be built by popular subscription 
by letting everyone desiring to do so 
contribute a brick. A uniform brick 
would be selected and the cost of the

Decline Of Postal Card 
Some 
one 
was asking the other 
day 
what 
had 
become of the old 
fashioned people who used to write 
long 
personal messages on the old 
plain postal cards. It was for many 
years a stock joke in the rural dis­ 
tricts, that the delivery of mail was 
delayed by the time it took the post­ 
mistress to read these cards. 
This 
may have been a libel, but very inti­ 
mate 
matters used to be discussed 
the 
publicity of these old post 
in 
cards, 
in a way that must have ex­ 
cited the curiosity of prying persons. 
No 
doubt 
these old postal card 
letters have been mostly supplanted 
by the 
use of the picture cards or 
cards with mottoes, jokes, or greet­ 
ings. 
The 
use 
of 
these is larger 
than 
ever 
before. 
A post 
office 
official 
said 
the other day that it 
takes 
25,000 
one 
cent stamps to 
mail the Christmas post cards of a 
town of 10,000 people. 
Most of us 
can 
remember 
the 
maiden aunts and others wrho were 
noted 
for their ability to write long 
effusions on postal cards. 
Some of 
them prided themstelves on the num­ 
ber of words that could be legibly 
written on a post card. 
If memory 


ow. 
The 
cent 
that 
the postal card 
saved was a part of a well planned 
conversation of resources, by which 
bank books were acquired in days of 
small economic things. 
A two cent 
letter was a needless waste, in which 
not merely the stamp but the cost of 
paper and envelope was a considera­ 
tion. 
, 
The 
publicity does not affect the 
sale 
of the modern post card. 
The 
messages are so flat and routine that 
it 
is doubtful if the rural postmis­ 
tress 
ever 
stops to read them. 
It 
must be 
a tiresome task to wade 
through 
a 
score of cards, only to 
find such heart throbs as “Here I am 
at Washington! How are you? 
Fine 
weather, Good-by.” „

Two factors of universal interest 
stand out in the action of the San 
Francisco school board:

legislation in California three years 
ago, and the thorough canvas of the 
State, during the past two years, -to 
arouse parents and educators to the 
opporunities the new law brings. 
California now has 
one 
of the 
t best kindergarten laws in the coun- 
I try. 
It says that whenever parents 
of 25 children of kindergarten age 
who live within’ a mile of an elemen­ 
tary school want a kindergarten, the 
way is open 
for them 
to get 
one 
simply by petitioning the local edu­ 
cational authorities. 
It was not, however, until the law 
had been brought to the attenion of 
the people through systematic effort, 
that any 
marked 
advantage 
was 
reaped from its favorable provisions. 
A number of agencies contriouted to 
make the law effective. 
In 1914 a 
special collaborator 
of «the 
United 
States Bureau of Education, who is 
also a field secretary of the Nation­ 
al Kindergarten Association, began

Chihuahua City, Mexico, June 23. 
— The seventeen American soldiers, 
negro troopers of the Tenth cavalry, 
who were captured in the battle 
at 
Carrizal, were brought here yester­ 
day afternoon with Lem H. Spills- 
bury, a Mormon scout, employed by 
Gen. J. J. 
Pershing, and were 
in­ 
terned. 
Spillsbury said that Capt. Char­ 
les T. Boyd commanded the Ameri­ 
cans and, with 
Lieut. 
Henry 
R. 
Adair, was 
among 
the killed. 
A 
Capt. Moore, who was with the Am­ 
erican detachment, was wounded in 
the shoulder, but escaped. 
In a n n o u n cin g this 
afternoon a 
story of the battle which 
he said 
Spillsbury told 
him, 
Gen. 
Jacinto 
Trevino, commander of the military 
district of the northwest, announced 
that any time and at any place 
the 
American troops move other than to­ 
ward the border, he will comply to 
the letter with his superior’s orders 
and will 
attack them as Gen. Felix 
Gomez did at Carrizal. 
Gen. Trevino said that all diplo­ 
matic arrangements are outside 
of 
his sphere. 
Spillsbury’s siorv, 
as announced 
' by Gen, Trevino, was to the effect 
that seventy-six negroes, compris­ 
ing Troop H. of the 
Tenth, 
Capts. 
Boyd and Moore, Lieut, Adair and 
himself composed the American de­ 
tachment that encountered the Mex­ 
icans. 
He said that he saw on the field 
the bodies of Boyd and Adair and at 
least eleven of the negroes. 
“After we had waited some time, 
Lieut. Col. 
Rivas 
came out 
and 
warned Capt. Boyd that he 
would 
better turn back/’ said Spillsbury. 
“Capt. Boyd then explained that he 
was in pursuit 
of 
some 
bandits 
which he had 
heard 
had 
looted 
Santo Domingo, and also was bound 
to catch a negro deserter, who, he 
had heard was in Villa Ahumada. 
“In reply 
to 
this 
Leiut. 
Rivas 
notified the American that if he 
a t­ 
tempted to advance he would have 
to pass over the dead bodies of the 
Mexicans. 
He advised Boyd that he 
had better not argue the matter. 
“Rivas returned to the village to 
report to his superior officer, 
Gen. 
Gomez, who sent out a note inviting 
the Americans to enter Carrizal for 
a conference. 
Capt. Boyd declined 
this invitation. 
“On this ground Gomez went out 
in person and insistently urged the 
Americans to 
retire, 
pointing out 
that his orders from his superiors 
necessitated 
his 
acting on 
them 
without further parley. Gen. Gomez 
repeated these words as he walked 
away. 
Boyd 
merely answered ‘all 
right.’ ” 
Gen. Trevino’s announcement then 
goes on to quote Spillsbury as say­ 
ing that after Gen. Gomez had re­ 
tired to hrs troops, who were out­ 
lined 
outside the town, Capt. Boyd 
ordered his men to advance, where 
upon Spillsbury expostulated 
with 
him, arguing that a fight was sure to 
follow. . Spillsbury is reported 
as 
saying that Capt. Boyd “obstinately 
seemed to think that the Mexican 
general was only bluffing’ and the 
firing quickly began. 
He is quoted further: 
“Capt. Moore and Lieut. AdaLr fel 
wounded, the latter mortally. 
Capt. 
Moore was wounded in the shoulder 
and immediately the negroes became 
demoralized. 
At the same time the 
men holding the horses fled with the 
mounts, 
leaving behind 
seventeen 
negroes and myself. We were forcec 
to surrender.

Supported by the demands of in- 


dividual citizens, women's 
clubs, 


civic organizations and the daily 
press, the school authorities of San 
Francisco have recently recommend- 
ed1 the .establishment of 20 addition- 
al, kindergartens. This means .that 
•when the estimate they have pre- 
sented to the proper authorities has 
been formally approved, approxima- 
tely 1,000 more "children between 
four and sax years-old in San 'Fran- 
cisco will f. receive the well-rounded 
training that the kindergarten gives, 
through itst play-work, songs, games 
and stories. 
• . 


Until .recently San Francisco has 


not been as advanced as most large 
cities of the United States 'in 
providing public education, for c^il- 


[er ^>rimaiy-sehoel ,age,--iav- 


ing but 11 kindergartens publically 
supported. This was the more sur- 
prising 
because it had the most 


famous of the early kindergarten 
philanthropies; and for years 
no 


other city had so many or such gen- 
erously provided beneficences -of this 
kind. 


Two factors of universal interest 


stand out in the-action of the San 
Francisco school board: The pas- 
sage of a new form of kindergarten 
legislation in California three years 
ago, and the thorough canvas of the 
State, during the past two years, to 
arouse parents and educators to the 
opporunities tbe; new law brings. 


Californda now has 
one of the 


best kindergarten laws in the coun- 
try. It says that whenever iparents 
of 25 children of iindergarten age 
who live within' a mfle of an elemen- 
tary school want a kindergarten, the 
way is open for .them to get one 
simply by petitioning the local edu- 
cational authorities. 


It was not, however, until the law 


had been brought to the attenion of 
the people through systematic effort, 
that any marked , advantage was 
reaped from its favorable provisions. 
A number of agencies contributed to 
mate the law, -effective. 'In 1914 a 
special collaborator . of the United 
.States Bureau of: Education, who is 
also a field secretary of the Nation- 
al Kindergarten Association, began 
co-operating with parents and Statg 
and local 'school "officials to bring 
about the establishment 
o'f more 


classes. 
Through her efforts, and 


the efforts of citizens 'within and 
without the schools, the number of 
girls and boys receiving kindergarten 
instruction 
throughout

General Trevino Says he Will At- 


tack American Troops Moving 


any Way Except to Border 


17 U. S. MEN HELD PRISONERS 


Mexican General Quotes Scout With 


Detachment as Saying Amer- 
' 
leans Provoked Attack 


Chihuahua City, Mexico, June 23. 


—The seventeen American soldiers, 
negro troopers of the Tenth cavalry, 
who were captured in the battle at 
Carrizal, were brought here yester- 
day afternoon with Lem H. Spills- 
bury, a Mormon -scout, employed by 
Gen'. J. J. Pershing, and were in- 
terned. 
, Spillsbury said that Capt. Char- 
les T. Boyd commanded the Ameri- 
cans and, with Lieut. Henry 
E. 


Adair, was 
among 
the killed. A 


Capt. Moore, who was with the Am- 
erican detachment, was wounded in 
the shoulder, but escaped. 
- 


In announcing this afternoon a 


story of the battle which he said 
(Spillsbury told • him,. Gen. Jacinto 
Trevino, commander of the military 
district of the northwest, announced 
that any time and at any place the 
American troops move other than to- 
wiird the border, he will comply to 
the letter, with his superior's orders 
and will attack them as Gen. Felix 
Gomez did at Carrizal. 


Gen. Trevino said that all diplo- 


matic arrangements are outside of 
his sphere. 


Spillsbury's story, as announced 


by Gen, Trevino, was to the effect 
that seventy-six negroes, compris- 
ing Troop H, of the Tenth, Capts. 
Boyd and Moore, Lieut, Adair and 
•himself Composed the American .de- 
tachment that encountered the Mex- 
icans. 


-He said that he saw on the field 


the bodies of Boyd and Adair and at 
least eleven o'f the negroes. 


"After we had waited some time, 


Lieut. CpL Eivas 
cume out 
and 


warned Capt. Boyd ,that he 
would 


better turn -back," said Spillsbury. 
"Capt. Boyd then explained that he 
was in pursuit of 
some bandits 


which he had heard had 
looted 


Santo Domingo, and also was bound, 
to catch a negro deserter, who, he 
had heard was in Villa Ahnmada. 


"In reply to this Leiut. Eivas 


notified the American that if he at- 
tempted to advance he would have 
to pass oven the dead bodies of the 
Mexicans. He advised Boyd that he 
had better hot argue the matter. 


"Eivas returned to the village to 


report to his superior officer, Gen. 
Gomez, who sent out a note inviting 
the Americans to enter Carrizal for 
a conference. 
Capt. Boyd declined 


this invitation. 


"On this ground Gomez went out 


in person and insistently urged the 
Americans to retire, pointing out 
that his orders from his superiors 
necessitated 
his 
acting on 
them 


•without further parley. Gen. Gomez 
repeated these words as he walked 
away. Boyd merely -answered 'all 
right.' " 


Gen. Trevino's announcement then 


goes on to quote Spillsbury as say- 
ing that after Gen. Gomez had re- 
tired to his troops, -who were out- 
lined outside the town, Ciapt. Boyd 
ordered his men to advance, where- 
upon Spillsbury expostulated 
with 


him, arguing that a fight was sure to 
follow. . Spillsbury is reported as 
saying that Capt. Boyd "obstinately 
seemed to think that the Mexican 
general was only bluffing" and the 
firing quickly began. 
, ' 


He is quoted further: 
".Capt. Moore and Lieut. Adair fell 


wounded, the .latter mortally. ;Capt. 
•Moore, was wounded in the shoulder 
and immediately the negroes •became 
demoralized. ,'At the same tune the 
men holding the'horses fled with the 
mounts, leaving behind 
seventeen 


negroes and my&eTf. We were lorded 
to s'unrender.

"I saw the bodies of Boyd and 


Adair apd at least eleven negroes 
on Jhe fleM of battle."

Bushels Has Started—Consid- 


ered Bumper Crop. 


FLY DID ONLY SMALL DAMAGE 


( By United Preu.) 


Lincoln, Neb., June 23.—Nebras- 


ka's great annual wheat crop har- 
vest has begun. The largest wheat 
crop in the state's history is being 
gathered—such a crop as the state 
did not even dream of ten years ago. 


Between Tl.OOfyOOO 'and 74,000,- 


900 bushels of winter wheat is the 
estimate of the state's labor bureau, 
which also estimated that 7,000 ex- 
tra farm hands were needed for the 
harvest. 


Besides this, some spring wheat is 


raised in the northern section bf the 
state; but this amount is relatively 
small and its harvest will begin in 
two or three weeks. 


The He'ssian fly did some damage 


this year as usual, but the pest was 
only in certain sections and there 
only in small spots.
